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Southend Council bids to get more local children into grammar schools 


SOUTHEND Council has 
launched a campaign to encourage 
more of the borough’s children to 
attend one of its grammar schools. 

A strategy was agreed by coun¬ 
cillors at a cabinet meeting that 
sets out a long-term plan to get 
more Southend children to apply 
for and pass the 11+ exam. 


As part of the plan, the council 
has set up an information website 
(www.southendelevenplus.uk), 
and will be sending out a letter and 
leaflet to all parents in the borough 
whose children are achieving 
above the national average. 

Cllr James Courtenay, executive 
councillor for children and learn¬ 


ing, said: “This is about raising 
awareness, offering choice and 
supporting those from more disad¬ 
vantaged backgrounds to prepare 
for and take the test and ultimately 
increase the numbers of local chil¬ 
dren attending one of the four out¬ 
standing local grammar schools. 

“Our initial action is focused on 


targeting those parents that may 
not consider grammar school as an 
option for their child and encour¬ 
aging them to think about applying 
for their child to take the test.” 

Part of the council’s longer-term 
plan would focus on coaching, set¬ 
ting up pupil networks and meet¬ 
ing with primary school teachers.

A SOUTHEND man told police 
his collection of 70,000 child sex 
images was his ‘dirty secret’. 

Barry Jones, 47, of Burnaby 
Road, said in police interviews that 
he had ‘an addiction’ to indecent 
photos and videos of children. 

A court heard he had a ‘very 
extensive and broad range’ of 
images, ‘from young babies to 
older children, in a variety of dif¬ 
ferent poses, including penetrative 
and non-penetrative acts’. 

He told the officers that he 
would masturbate while he viewed 
the images, often whilst ‘off my 
face on drink and weed’. 

He amassed the vast collection 
because he would grow ‘bored’ of 
the images and go ‘trying to find 
the next one’. He described viewing 
the images as a ‘regular pastime’. 

His comments were made public 
as he was sentenced last Thursday, 
June 29, at Basildon Crown Court. 

Jones downloaded so many 
images police gave up categorising 
them after the first 20,000. 

The court heard a magistrate 
granted police a warrant to search 
Jones’ home on December 20 last 
year, after his IP address - a 
unique series of numbers which 
can pinpoint an internet user’s 
location - was linked to the down¬ 
loading of indecent images. 


Police seized a number of 
devices - including laptops and 
hard drives - from which forensic 
digital experts retrieved 71,233 
indecent images. 

They included 1,958 still images 
and 279 films classed as ‘Category 
A’ - the worst level of child abuse 
images, which ‘involve penetrative 
sexual activity’ or ‘involve sexual 
activity with an animal or sadism’. 

He also had 3,024 images and 48 
films classed as ‘Category B’ and 
13,275 images and 44 films 
classed as ‘Category C’. 

After examining those 18,628 
files, Essex Police left the remain¬ 
ing 52,605 uncategorised. 

A force spokesman said: “These 
were not graded as, due to the vol¬ 


ume found, the above categorisa¬ 
tion was sufficient to secure a 
prosecution.” 

Jones’ crimes were so shocking 
that the National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
(NSPCC) issued a statement. 

It said: “Jones’ sickening collec¬ 
tion of images shows children 
being seriously abused. Each 
image is a crime scene with a vic¬ 
tim who will need long-lasting 
support. 

In mitigation, the court heard 
Jones ‘felt isolated socially, from 
family and partnerships’ and had 
become ‘reliant on alcohol and 
drugs’. He was ‘anxious’ and 
‘emotional’ and that his problems 
likely stemmed from issues during 


his childhood, which were not 
detailed in open court. 

Judge John Lodge said Jones’ 
offending was aggravated by, “the 
number of images, the number of 
moving images and the fact that 
you were viewing this filth over a 
lengthy period of time.” 

But he said that although Jones 
was eligible for a 12-month prison 
sentence, he would spare him a jail 
term so that he could be treated 
and monitored for an extended 
period of time. 

He sentenced Jones to a 36- 
month community order, with a 
requirement that he complete the 
Internet Sex Offender Treatment 
Programme. He was also ordered 
to complete 50 hours of communi¬ 
ty service - plus another 50 for an 
unrelated charge of possessing two 
bullets without a licence - and to 
pay £500 court costs. 

Jones was made the subject of a 
15-year Sexual Harm Prevention 
Order, allowing police to carry out 
spot checks at his home and search 
his computers. He must also sign 
the Sex Offenders Register for the 
duration of the order. 

Judge Lodge warned Jones that 
if he slipped up at all, he would go 
to prison, saying: “Any further 
offending, you come back before 
me, I lock you up.”

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Con artist gets 20 months

A FRAUDSTER who conned thou¬ 
sands of pounds out of elderly and 
vulnerable people in Southend, 
Westcliff and Leigh-on-Sea has 
been jailed for 20 months. 

Hamit Hamit, 34, formerly of 
Croydon, targeted eight people in 
April and May last year. 

The victims were contacted by 
unknown accomplices of Hamit, 
posing as bank workers. They then 
claimed the victims needed to 
return their bank cards so they 
could be re-issued, and that a couri¬ 
er would come and collect them. 

The victims were also asked for 
personal details and PINs. 

Hamit then posed as the courier 


and collected the cards before with¬ 
drawing thousands of pounds. 

His victims were aged between 77 
and 95. 

He was arrested on May 4, 2016, 
and later charged with 14 counts of 
fraud by false representation. 
Appearing at Basildon Magistrates’ 
Court on Thursday, May 18, 2017, 
Hamit pleaded guilty to all the 
charges. 

On Friday, June 30, he was sen¬ 
tenced at Basildon Crown Court to 
a total of 20 months for each of the 
14 charges, to run concurrently. 

Investigating officer, Detective 
Constable Paul Ross, said: “Hamit 
Hamit targeted elderly people, 
stealing thousands of pounds of 
their money. 

“These are vile and disgusting

crimes perpetrated against vulnera¬ 
ble members of our community. 

“He targeted his victims because 
of their age and showed little regard 
for the impact his actions would 
have on them. 

“I am pleased he has now been 
brought to justice and I hope he will 
use his time in prison to reflect on 
his actions. 

Detective Constable Paul Ross 
added: “I would also like to say that 
banks will never contact you in this 
way and ask for personal and sensi¬ 
tive information. 

“If you are called by someone 
purporting to be from your bank, do 
not give them any personal details 
over the phone, and report it to 
us using the non-emergency 101 
number.” 


Countess of Wessex visits Southend baby unit 


THE COUNTESS of 
Wessex visited Essex’s only 
dedicated unit that assesses 
and treats unborn babies 
at Southend Hospital last 
week. 

She visited the Kypros 
Nicolaides Fetal Medicine 
Unit on Thursday, June 29. 

Around 45 women are 
referred to the unit for spe¬ 
cialist fetal medicine care 
each month, according to a 
hospital spokesman. 

The countess met staff 
and patients during her 
visit, where she was briefed 
by Mandeep Singh, subspe¬ 
cialist maternal fetal medi¬ 
cine consultant, on the ser¬ 
vices provided by the unit. 

She then met former 
patients, including Daisy 
Taylor, 28, and Adam 
Taylor, 34, from Billericay, 
and their six month old 
son, Noah. 

Daisy had a routine scan 
at 32 weeks that showed

there needed to be further 
investigation, and it was 
discovered that yet to be 
born Noah had a blockage 
in the tubes in his stomach, 
called duodenal atresia. 

He was successfully 
operated on at King’s 
College Hospital, where he 


was later born. 

Adam said: “Up until 
then it had been a routine 
pregnancy and the news 
knocked us sideways. It 
was an incredibly stressful 
time, but if the fetal medi¬ 
cine unit had not been here 
for those initial four weeks 


it would have meant even 
more stress travelling up to 
London. 

“Mr Singh and his team 
were lifesaving, Southend 
has this amazing facility 
and if we have any more 
children we would choose 
to have them here at 


Southend Hospital.” 

Colleen Begg, clinical 
director and head of mid¬ 
wifery and gynaecology, 
led the countess and her 
party to the post-natal 
ward, where they also met 
patients, and the midwife- 
led New Beginnings 
birthing unit, to look at the 
facility. 

Clare Panniker, chief 
executive of Southend 
University Hospital NHS 
Foundation Trust, invited 
the countess to unveil a 
plaque to commemorate 
her visit. 

Clare said: “It was a great 
honour and a privilege 
to welcome Her Royal 
Highness to Southend 
Hospital. 

“We are incredibly proud 
of the fetal medicine unit 
and delighted the countess 
was able to meet some of 
the families that have bene¬ 
fited from the service.”

• A CRIMINAL gang is offering to repair 
people’s potholes for free, then making 
violent demands for cash after the work 

is done, Essex Police has warned. 

The force issued a public warning about 
the gang, who allegedly claim to have 
tarmac left over from a previous job and 
offer to fill holes for free, but then threaten 
violence if cash is not handed over. 

Sergeant Paul Downes said: “If you are 
approached by someone offering to fill 
in potholes, I urge you not to agree to the 
work. 

“The group lays a strip of tarmac and 
is charging, in some cases, thousands of 
pounds. They are also threatening violence 
if you refuse to pay. The work is of poor 
quality and the prices are way above the 
average for this work.” 

The force urged anyone approached by 
the gang to refuse the work and call Essex 
Police on 101 or Crimestoppers on 0800 
555111. 

• A WOMAN has died following a road 
collision in Leigh. 

Police were called to the junction of New 
Road and Hadleigh Road just before 5.30am 
on Saturday, July 1, with reports a van was 
in collision with a lamppost. 

The driver, a woman aged in her 40s, died 
at the scene. 

The road was closed while emergency 
services were on scene.

ESSEX Police is looking for appli¬ 
cants to become Police Constables. 

The force launched a major recruit¬ 
ment campaign on Monday July 3, 
saying new recruits could progress 
to specialist roles from dog handling 
to sex abuse investigation and CID. 

PCs are hired on £23,639 per year, 
which can raise to £40,000 within 
seven years. Officers get five weeks 
of holiday a year. 

New recruits are given 18 weeks 
training at the Essex Police College, 
then do 10 weeks of local policing and 
18 weeks of investigation training. 

Deputy Chief Constable BJ 
Harrington, who recently joined the 


force from the Met Police, attended 
the campaign launch, where trainees 
took part in a drill and officers 
encouraged newcomers to sign up. 

Sergeant Gina Denham, who works 
in neighbourhood policing, said she 
once disliked the police but, after a 
two-week civilian temp job within the 
service, had her opinion transformed. 

She urged anybody with prejudices 
against the police to attend an open 
day next week, adding: “Eve seen 
only the best in staff here.” 

Speaking to the YA at the campaign 
launch, DCC Harrington said: “You 
need to be someone who wants to help 
your community. You need to be will¬ 


ing to learn and to do the best you can. 

“You’ve got to have an unwavering 
enthusiasm, be a good communicator 
and willing to listen. Someone who’s 
got sound morals and fits within the 
ethics of policing. This is no superhu¬ 
man level, but you have to be honest.” 

DCC Harrington warned that there 
were some downsides, saying: 
“You’ve got to want to do this job; the 
5am starts or the Christmas party or 
Christening you never get to.

College, CM20 3EZ, between 5pm 
and 8.30pm on Tuesday, July 11.

ON Watts’ slick reboot of the Marvel

Ogbonna had an operation to rec¬ 
tify a long-standing knee issue in 
January, before returning for the 
final day win at Burnley. 

Having played just one Premier 


League game in six months, the 
29-year-old is excited at the 
prospect of returning to action 
against Jose Mourinho’s side. 

The former Juventus star has 
faced the Red Devils seven times 
since his arrival in east London in 
summer 2015, most notably when 
he started the memorable 3-2 vic¬ 
tory in the final game at the Boleyn 
Ground in May last year. 

Ogbonna and the Hammers have 
not tasted success in any of the 
other six meetings - a record he is 
determined to improve next month.
